The taking of testimony was de- 
ferred until that time, The petition alleged 
Mrs. White lived for a time with the Culvers, 
doing all the housework,” but that she was 
ordered out of the house in 1908. She said 
repeated requests that the child be returned 
to her have been refused. 

She called it the story of her past, also that 
of her sister, a story she had kept from vil- 
lage gossips. Her reason for making it pub- 
lic was solely for the sake of the child, She 
feared the courts might cause her to yield up 
the child to a ‘bad environment,” 


Mrs. Culver Tells Story. 

A reporter for Tas TRIBUNE went to the 
Culver residence in the evening, and Mre. 
Culver, with her husband sitting near, told 
her story of her reasong for refusing to sur- 
render the little girl. r 

“I can’t bear to have a littl child I have 
cared for and loved for five years," she said, 
“sent to @ place like that and to people I 

don’t know anything aboyt. 

“T'Was married in 1897 to James J. White, 
who later took the downward path through 
the use of alcohol. I left him at the end of 
two months. He obtained a divorce on the 
grounds of desertion, He and my sister were 

married and went to San José, Cal., tolive. 

“Three children came. The oldest one, 
Edith, is 10 now, Paul is 8, and Dorothy Its 5, 
White was cruel to my sister. She obtained 
an interlocutory decree, but she went back 
to him before the expiration of the year. 

‘Then—six years age—she left him finally 
and came to Chicago. She put the two older 
ehildren in an orphan asylum and White 
came after them. He began habeas corpus 
proceedings, but Mr. Culver etood by my 
sister and she won the case. Since then, my 
sister says, White has died. 


Tells of Trouble. 

“She came here and was with us a year 
with the little girl. We did the housework 
together and I helped take care of Dorothy. 
My sister left because she found employ- 
ment as a private nurse, but she has visited 
us frequently. 

’* The last time she stayed two months, and 
went away on Jan.13. She was correspond- 
ing with Andrew Strauch, a newspaper pub- 
jisher of Chadwick, Ill * She said he wanted 
her to be his housekeeper. She went, but 
came back and said she wouldn't go because 
she didn't like it there—the house was too 
dirty and things were not pleasant. 

* But she reconsidered and went there on 
Jan. 13, taking the two older children with 
her. She wrote me about Oo weeks ago, 
saying she wanted Dorothy. My sister and 
Strauch came on Thursday to kidnap Dore- 
thy. My son, Reginald, came running home, 
telling me they were looking for Dorothy. I 
took Dorothy upstairs and went out on the 
porch to meet them. 

Sister Begins Screaming. 

“T slammed the door behind me and it 
locked. I told them they eouldn’t go into 
the house, and my sister began screaming: 
“My child! My child!’ Strauch seized me 
from behind by the arms and held me and 
she struck me across the shoulders with the 
stick. Reg'nald ran out of the house with a 
revolver and handed it to me. As soon ag 
they saw it they ran.” 

Mrs. Culver said she did not consider her 
sister a fit person to have custody of children,

ST. PATRICK'S FETE 


Says 
Forecasts End of “Hered- 
itary Rule.” 


PRAISES -GOV. DUNNE. 


‘Don’t Vote for Rogue,” State 
Executive Advises Irish 
Banqueters. 


William Jennings Bryan, though an unex- 
pected and traneient guest. proved the orator- 
. ical ster last evening at the Irish Fellowship 
club’s twelfth St. Patrick’s day dinner at 
Hotel La Salle. 

While home rule for Ireland was his sub- 
ject, a remarkable eulogy of Gov. Dunne was 
eagily the feature and brought an ovation. 

Secretary Bryan discussed home rule legis- 
Jation and the opposition of the house of lords 
and then made a prediction. . 

*“*T believe the deteat of the house of lords 
marks the beginning of the end of hereditary 
rule om this globe,’’ he declared, ‘‘A man 
does not know when he fights for the right 
how far the influence of that combat will ex- 
tend. The blows Ireland has struck have 
been heard around the world. Those who 
oppose reforms are sure in time to find their 
efforts of no avail and reacting against them- 
selves. The. house of lords invited ite own 
abdication. 

*“ Home rule will be as beneficial to the rest 
of the British empire as to Ireland, I believe— 
beneficial not to her alone but to those who 
opposed her. This is not a matter of creed, 
so I. as an elder in the Presbyterian church, 
will rejoice with the Catholics when home 
rule for Ireland arrives.”’ 


Pays Tribute te Dunne. 

Mr. Bryan closed his speech with the trib- 
ute to Gov. Dunne: . 

“I rejoice that you have as governor of thie 
great siate a man who honors that position 
as he is honored by it. I have known Judge 
Dunne many years, and if his adminfstrat:on 
is not a credit to him, to the Democratic 
party, and to the people of Illinois. then I 
shall lose confidence in my ability to judge 
men. I rejoice in his success, and not even 
_ his own flesh ard blood bid him a more heart- 
felt godspeed in the work that Hes before 
him.” 

Col. James Hamilton Lewis also paid trib- 
ute to the governor by saying that “if i am 
indebted to any one man above.all others it 
is to Gov. Dunne.”’ Of Mr. Bryan he said the 
club was *‘ honored by the presence of the 
Cistinguished man who honors America 
whenever his name is mentioned in any part 
of the world.”

Gen. Washington 
issued the following order of the day: ‘ Pa- 
role Boston~-Countersign St. Patrick—briga- 
dier general of the day John Sullivan.” And 
under the marshalship of the Irish-American 
John Sullivan, the first St. Patrick's day 
procession in America started to the music 
of the ‘ Wearing of the Green,” 
troops in front, filing out of Boston, and the 
ragged. troops of the young republic behind 
them filing into Bogton. :

Taxes Annually Increase. 

Taxes in Cook county, especially in Chica- 
go, have been increasing annually for years. 
In the county there are 373 different taxes, 
according to the county clerk. One hundred 
and seventy-six of these are for school dis- 
tricts, 59 for villages, 29 for towns, 26 for 
roads and bridges, 22 for parks and park 
districts, and 15 for high schools. The others 
are smaller in number. 

In Chicago on the north side the same man 
must pay nine different kinds of taxes. Until 
a year ago he had eleven to pay, but the 
county clerk decided taxes for the library, 
tuberculosis sanitarium, and the corporate 
end of the city could be classed as one tax. 

Witl-eli of these taxing.bodies busy, there 
should be no surprise that not only the ag- 
gregate amount of taxes has doubled in the 
last teh years but the amounts demanded 
from individual payers have risen. 


Shows Increased Burden. 

An.idea of the increased burden is shown 
by the following tabulation of the amount of 
taxes a person should have paid annually 
for the last decade on property worth $1,500:

Mr. Burnhard’s scheme comprises winding 
roadways and towerng trees interepersed 
among the town lote.

The ideal community, Mr. Burnhard says, 
should have a population of not to exceed 
2,800 persons in a section of 160 acres. Flats 
should house not more than 300 persons, ac- 
cording to his plan.

It«is Delleved, however, that both 
sides will seek the intervention of the chair- 
man of the Commerce court and the United 
States commissioner of labor under the Erd-

IMMORALITY DUE 10 DRESSES? 


Ohioan Blames ‘‘Wave’’ on Im- 
modesty of Women’s Attire.’ 


WOULD LIMIT THE STYLES. 


Ce ee ee 


Bill Prohibits Transparent and Other 
Gauzelike Textures. 


Columbus, 0., March 17.—Declaring that 
the immodesty of the attire worn by women 
on me Streets and in public places isthe cause 
of “a great wave of immorality now sweep- 
ing over the country,” Representative Louis 
H. Cappelle of Cincinnati this evening intro- 
duced a bill in the lower house of the legis- 
lature providing for the appointment by the 
governor of a commission of three members 
to “prescribe the fashions to be worn by 
women in the state of Ohio.” 

Introduction of the measure resulted from 
a charge filed with Gov. Cox today by a wom- 
an who did not sign her name, that “ im- 
morality is practiced by married men in the 
offices of the statehouse and elsewhere in the 
state of Ohio.”’ 


i Prescribes Limit in Dress. 
Under the provisions of the bill the pro- 

posgad. commission would be compelled to fix 

limits on décolleté dresses, so ihat “ not more 


‘than two inches of the neck below the chin 


shall be uncovered.” Another ciause of the 
measure provides “ that transparent stock- 
ings shall not be displayed or worn in public 
places.”’ 

Another provision of the bill states that “ it 
shall be unlawful to display or wear any 
outer garment trimmed or combined with 
lace, insertion, or any kind of embroidery 
mesh or net through which.the color or tex- 
ture of the skin may be distinguished, with- 
out having the lace or other transparent ma- 
terial backed with opaque material.’ 


Husbands on Commission. 
Memibers of the proposed commission, ace 
cording to the bill, would have to be between 
80 and 50 years of age. Not more than two 
of them would have to be married man, and 
“of good moral character.”” One, of the 
members would be an ordained minister, one 
a@ parent of not less than three children, and 

the third a social settiement worker.

POLICE CHIEF KOHLER OUSTED;

Clevelander Found Guilty by Civil Serv- 


ice Board of “Gross Immorality” and 
Discharged. 


Cleveland, O., March 17.—The civil service’ 


commission tonight announced that they had 
found Chief of Police Fred Kohler guilty of 
“ gross immorality, conduct*unbecoming an 
officer and gentleman, and conduct sub- 
versive to good order and discipline in the 
police department,” and immediately dis- 
charged him from office. 

The charges were filed by Mayor Baker and 
the trial of the chief occupied all of last week. 

The charges involved alleged visite of 
Kobler to the home of Mrs. May Schearer on 
Feb. 2, May 23, and June 5, 1912, in the ab- 
sence of her husband. On the last named 
date Schearer testified in the trial that he sur- 
prised Kohlér and his wife in the Schearer 
home “in scanty attire.” 

Kotler is 49 years old and has been a mem- 
per of the police department for twenty-four 
years and chief for ten years. His policy of

Woman Falls Leading Charge 
of Rebels on Federals at 
Nuevo Laredo. 


HUERTA FORCES VICTORS. 


Repulses Attack of Carranzistas, 
Who Retire to Hills to Await 
Reinforcements. 


Laredo, Tex., March 17.—Defeated in their 
first attempt to capture Nuevo Laredo, the 
little band of Garranzistas which surprised 
the federal garrison of the Mexican border 
town early today, encamped in the hills sev- 
eral miles to the south tonight, evidently to 
await the arrival of reinforcements before 
attacking again. 

It is reported that more troops are hurry- 
ing to the aid of both forces and possibly will 
arrive late tonight. In this event a renewal 
of the battle is anticipated at daybreak. 
Machine guns and ammunition are being hur- 
ried to the federals, it is reported. | 


Woman Killed Leading Attack. 

The rebel attack this morring was vigor 
ous and was marked by the death of a wome 
an, who led one of the flerce’t rebel assauits 
in spectacular fashion. The woman, idenri- 
fied as a relative of Carza Rivas, a rebel 
leader, died when charging the federals, wave 
ing @ red flag and shouting encouragement 
to her followers. . 

Twenty rebels and fifteen federals are 
known to have been killed. About forty 
wounded are being cared for at an impro- 
vised hogpital by American physicians, and 
with women from Laredo, who crossed the 


| border immediately after firing ceased and 


volunteered their services, acting as nurses. 


Open Battle at Dawn. 

The rebels, numbering about 200, followers 
of Carranza, entered the city during the 
night and opened the battle at daybreak 
with a fusillade fired from a factory build- 
ing. 

The federal garrison. of 350 men was in ac- 
tion within a few minutes, and the battle 
continued for an hour and a half, the rebele 
finally being dNven to the hills. 

A number of rebel wounded were shot to 
death by the federals, it is said, and an ac- 
curate estimate of the casualties will not 
be possible until a more complete exploration 
of the streets and alleys, through which the 
battle raged, is made. 


One House in Laredo Struck. 
Few bullets felt on the United States side 


of the Rio Grande, but no one was hurt. Only 


one house in Laredo was struck. 

The Fourteenth United States cavalry is 
patrolling the border and the police force at 
Laredo has been augmented to prevent the 
assembling of crowds near the boundary. 

Except for the militia Nuevo Laredo is 
practically deserted tonight.

William J. Lauck, an ex- 
pert statistician, so testified in behalf of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen at today’s hearing in the arbitra- 
tion proceedings between the firemen and 
fifty-four eastern railroads. 

The New Haven road, Mr. Lauck gaid, had 
paid out $8,000 in dividends for every $1,000 
paid in wages to lis firemen during the eleven 
years. The capacity of its locomotives had 
increased 64.5, the efficiency of its firemen 
28.7 per cent; its gain in freight revenue ex- 
ceeded $10,000,000, but it paid the firemen an

| Secretary’s Statement Asserts 
Assets Will Exceed Liabili- 
ties by $4,000,000. 


Savannah, Ga. March 17.—Announcement 
Was made here today that the American 
Naval Stores company has suspenéed oper- 
ations. The company is being prosecuted by 
the government for alleged violations of the 
Sherman law. 

The company issued a statement claiming 
its credit was impaired by prosecutions in 
United States courts as a naval stores 
“trust.” A meeting of its creditors was 
called for March 21. E. 8. Nash, president of 
the company, is in Europe. 

The statemem given out by the secretary 
im part follows: 

“The American Naval Stores company has 
been forced to suspend. The company has 
mot lost a dollar, and its assets, at conserva- 
tive present values, exceed its liabilities by 
about $4,000,000, but the credit of the com- 

pany has slowly become contracted, due al- 
most entirely to the persistent and continued 
assaults made upon the construction and 
contractural relations of the corporation by 
the government in its suits under the anti- 
trust laws. 


Concern Suspends; Creditors Notified. 

“Realizing that there was nothing we 
could do to avert ultimaté suspension, the 
management decided thet the best, wisest, 
and fairest course for the company to pursue 
would be to stop operations at once and ad- 
vise our creditors of our condition. 
- “The boans of the American, with ite 
geven or eight Savannah banks, have al- 
ways been, and are now, secured by ample 


eollateral, which is well margined, and no | 


one bank has any excessive amount of paper 
‘There is, therefore, no possibility oftany loss. 
Our largest indebtedness is in New York and 
the eact.

dustry. ere among the first victims of an 
insensate crusade against the big business 
of the country.”

tion of the validity of the Sherman law asa 
¢riminel statute is raised in the Nava! Stores 
case to be argued in the Supreme court to- 
morrow. James A. Fowler, assistant to the 
attorney general, in a brief filed today at- 
tacked the contention of defendants’ counsel 
that the statute as interpreted by the Su- 

’ preme court is invalid because it does not 
describe the offense with sufficient certainty, 
leaving to the arbitrary discretion of a jury 
to determine what conspiracies in restraint 
of trade are “ reasonable” and what “ un- 
reasonable.”’

Berlin Physician Anxious to 
Show No Preference Between 
Rich and Poor, Says Kin. 


New York, March 17.—Dr. Friedrich F. 
Friedmann is ready to treat without charge 
all sufferers ffom tuberculosis, according to 
his brother, Dr. Arthur Friedmann, who to- 
Gay declared that it was a crime not to permit 
him to do so. 

Dr. Friedmann has been refused permis- 
sion by the medical authorities of the city to 
give his treatment except in connection with 
certain hospitals. Since his arrival here 
hundreds of sufferers have besought him to 
ald them. 

“Many of these people have come from out 
of town and they cannot be taken into the 
city hospitals because they do not live here,” 
Arthur Friedmann declared. He told of a 
victim of the disease who had laid siege 
daily to Dr. Friedmann at his hotel for ten 
Gays. 


Fears Victim Will Drop Dead. 
“This man,’ he continued, “ has a temper- 
* ature of 104 and 105 and is walking about the 
Streets. He may drop dead in the street, but 
Wwe cannot help him. Dr. Friedmann can 
treat only cases in hospitals and those under 
care of a government physician. 

“There are hundreds of persons in New 
York to whom he warts to give his treatment 
for the benefit of humanity, but his hands are 
tied. He is eager to treat those patients, rich 
_ and poor alike, without charge. It is a crime 
not to allow him to do so.” 


Friedmann Treats a Dozen. 
~ @& dozen persons suffering from pulmonary 
_ tuberculosis received Dr. Friedmann's treat- 
ment at Bellevue hosiptal this afternoon. All 
of them were in an advanced mage of the 
cisease. 

Some of scores who waited outside in the 
vain hope that they might be given the treat- 
. Ment came in automobiles. 

All were turned away and only the cases 
previously selected came to his attention.

Testify in $10,000,000 Alaska 
Fraud Case They Signed 
Papers for Frost. 


FOUR MEN ARE WITNESSES 
Assert They Acted for Conven- 
ience of Employers; Did Not 
Expect to Own Land. 


Six alleged “‘dummies’’ who signed for 
Alaskan coal claims, two of them women 
testified yesterday in the trial of Albert 
C. Frost and four other defendants charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the government 
out of $10,000,000 worth of coal lands in 
Alaska. 

Their testimony coincided in every partic- 
ular as to the signing of patents for claims 
at the behest of Frost and his associates. 
The women witnesses were Mrs. N. W. Ford 
and Miss Lulu Drake. Both were employed 
by Frost as stenographers in his office in 
the Stock Exchange building 

The other alleged ‘“‘dummies" who testi- 
fied were Fred H. Allen, Herman Wollen- 
berger, former manager of the bond depart- 
ment of the Western Trust and Savings 
bank; Harry Mussen, and L. W. Peterson. 


Signed Papers as Convenience. 
Mrs. Ford, who now is employed in the 
office of the Wesley hospital, said she siefted 
the documents merely as a convenience to 
Frost. | 


‘*Do you remember whether or not any 
other persons in the office signed papers for 
coal claims?’ asked B. D. Townsend, special 
assistant attorney general. 

“ Yes, we all signed them,” she said. 

“ When you signed them did you intend to 
develop coal lands in Master" 

“No, I did not.’ 

* Did you expect to make any profit out of 
the transaction?’ 

‘No; the understanding was that the land 
was to be turned over to some one else at 
Mr. Frost’s direction.” 


Urged by Frost’s Secretary. 

Miss Drake testified she signed the papers 
at the request of Miss Loi Tuttle, Frost’s 
private secretary. 

“Did you understand you were to have the 
land?”’ asked Mr. Townsend. 

“T never had any understanding about it 
at all.” said the witness. ‘‘I didn’t know 
what it was.”

I have an excellent recipe for tomato chow 
chaw, which.I have | been selling to home 
women at 15 and 25 cents a jar. It is a ready 
seller and delicious : Six large tomatoes, one 
Spanish onion, one green capsicum, two table- 
spoons brown sugar, one tablespoon salt, one- 
half pint vinegar. Peel and chop the onion 
coarsely, blanch the ‘tomatoes, remove the 
skins, and slice finely. Place the Onions and 
tomatoes ina stew jar, add the capsicum, finely 
chopped, the sugar, salt, and Vinegar, and 
eook in a slow oven until the onion is quite 
tender. When cold: put into small jars or 
wide neck bottles. Store in a cool, dry place. 

I have had excellent success in ie sale of 
this delicious home made confectionery, Ital- 
lan cream caramels, and can recommend it: 
Place eight pounds of sugar, two. pounds of 
brown sugar into a copper pa‘, add three 
pounds of glucose and two quarts of cream 
or the richest milk: set on the fire and stir 
until dissolved. When botling, cover a min- 
ute or two to steam down the grain; remove 
the lid and stir with a thermometer in it and 
cook ‘to 235 degrees. Remove from the fire 
and mix two pounds of ‘macaroon cocvtunuts, 
two pounds of cream fondant, and three 
pounds more of glucose in: tie batch: set a 
moment on the fire and pour out on a marble 
or glazed paper.

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Gieak Bernard Shaw 
Pleads for Militarism. 


ONDON, March 18. — George Bernard 

Shaw, the playwright, has taken a hand 

in thy endless discussion of British na- 

tional defense and declares himself 

strongly in favor of compulsory service, 
In the course of a long article in the Daily 
Chronicle Mr. Shaw says: 

“Our first step should be to propose to 
France and Germany a triple alliance, the 
terms being that if France should attack Ger- 
many we should combine with Germany to 
crush France, while if Germany should attack 
France we should combine with France to 
crush Germany. The terms should provide 
further that }f any other power should attack 
either France or Germany the three countries 
in the alliance should line up against that 
power. 

“From that starting point,” continues Mr, 
Shaw, “we might enlarge the combination. by 
accessions from Holland and the Scandinavian 
kingdoms and finally achieve tha policing of 
Europe against war and barbarians. We alone 
can take the first step for we alone need ask 
nothing for ourselves. We need not and should 
not ask for any reciprocal arrangement.” 

Mr. Shaw insists on Gr gt Britain having a 
powerful expeditionary force. 

“If we cannot have an effective army for all 
purposes,” he says, “We may as well shut up 
shop so far as our foreign policy is concerned 
until we make an end of war. That we can 
only do by being prepared to make War on war.” 

The playwright discusses the question of 
cost with scornful impatience. 

“We wickedly waste every year more money 
than the wildest militarist asks for,” he saya. 
“The real cost of war is the withdrawa) of 
men from less mischievous industries, but as 
we do not waste or degrade human life today, 
when,.our residuum of unemployables runs into 
millions, the less we say about the horror of 
making a man a soldier the better, for our 
industrial system—or, rather, chaos—murdeérs 
more souls in a year than any military system 
murders bodies, We have men enough and 
money enough for all military purposes.

“The real objection to military service,” 
says Mr. ‘Shaw, “is that 
of being wounded or.killed. That is a sound, 
fundamental reason for making an end of 
war, not for shirking the risk and perpet- 
uating it. All armies consist mostly of 
cowards. That, curiously enough, is -what 
makes war so thrilling. It is no more possible 
to take cowardice into account In the matter 
of an army than to take seasickness into ac- 
count in the matter of a navy. 

“As a Socialist, I am strongly in favor of 
compulsory service, All able bodied persons 
should be compelled to give the country three 
to five years’ service. of which one could be 
devoted to military training.”

Mr. Shaw contends that military 
would not be unpopular if the matter were 
taken out of the hands of the upper soldiery 
and the men were treated under the same 
rules as civilians. He instances the case of a 
private soldier, who will get two years at hard 
labor for an offense from which a cabman 
will escape with a trifling fine,

Family of Five on $5 a Week. - 


To reduce the cost of living, one must have 
an interest in making one’s money do as much 
work as possible. That given, the rest is easy. 
We all know people who would like to save, but 
who buy whatever they want where it is easiest, 
without giving any thought to the business side 
of the matter. Spending money is as much a 
business as making it. 

Always know at what rate you are paying 
for supplies. A friend is always lamenting that 
it costs all they can earn to live. I often ask, 
“What did this cost you per pound?” ete. “O, 
I don’t know, I told the grocer to give me 60 
cents’ worth,” or “I paid 40 cents for a basket,” 
and go on. Why should not the buyer for a fam- 
ily give as much thought to her business as 
the buyer for a department in a store? 

Some Knowledge of the chemistry of foods 
helps me greatly. There is a whole line of the 
most nutritious foods which are cheap—whole 
wheat, oats, macaroni, beans, etc. I buy rolled 
oats in bulk at 5 cents per pound, or at sales 
ten pounds for 29 cents. In packages it costs 
twice as much. Macaroni and rice are much 
cheaper in bulk than by the package and just 
as good. Macaroni, one of the most easily di- 
gested cereal foods, may be bought in quanti- 
ties at 6 to 10 cents, and is as nutritious as 
steak, I once lived where the cook kept seven 
kinds of beans in stock, the most expensive 
costing 10 cents and all delicious, Thoroughly 
baked, any but the dyspeptics can digest them. 
Lentils are in the same class as beans. Dried 
peas are more delicate. American cheese is 
mcre nutritious than steak, costs usually a little 
more per pound, but can be extended through 
baked and creamed dishes as steak cannot. 

I buy little canned goods. They are expensive 
and contain harmful preseryatives. I buy but- 
ter in the fall and pack it In jars, cover with 
salt, and set in a cool place. It keeps sweet 
a long time and by occasionally introducing 
butterine through the winter I manage to keep 
the butter bill within reason. I buy fruit and 
green vegetables in season, but when these 
things must come from the south I .turn to 
cabbage and carrots, which do practically the 
same things for the health. I use them both 
raw and cooked. Meat economy has been s0 
much preached that I mention only one. A 20 
cent soup bone usually furnishes as much meat 
as a emall pot roast and with the soup -en- 
riched with home made egg noodles is a dish we 
relish often. By these methods I can keep a 
family of five well fed on $5 per week.. L. R.

Partners in Matrimony Firm. 


The young woman when she starts house- 
keeping becomes the purchasing partntér in the 
firm of matrimony, ._The husband is the earn- 
ing partner, but success depends not so. much 
on the income as on the outlay of the firm. So 
while the responsibility of furnishing the money 
rests on the husband the success of the ven- 
ture really depends on the purchasing partner, 
and upon this success mostly depends the hap- 
piness of the couple. It, therefore, behooves 
her to do her purchasing understandingly. This 
can be gained to some extent by watching the 
market reports to get a line on the prices and 
to learn to take advantage of these when at their 
lowest. Buy flour, sugar, coffee, potatoes, soap, 
and all canned goods in quantities and not a 
pound or two at a time as needed. A: cent or 
two on the pound seemingly does not amount 
to much and many housewives prefer paying 
the difference to being inconvenienged by having 
to store away the over supply, but this is 
wrong, as it is just this cent or two at the 
time that will count up in the leng rum. And 
by supplying herself with a few receptacies 
for such provisions in the beginning it will be 


| found not a saving alone, but also a great con- 


venience, one not dispensed with after having 
become accustomed to it. The rule stands good 
in buying clothes as well. Watch ‘advertise- 
ments in reliable papers and buy when getting 
a bargain. Of course, judgment has to be used 
in this as in everything else, not to bay for 
the sake of buying, but to secure what one 
needs at a minimum.
